The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
reference by Deboer et al. US Publication Number 2002/0141334 A1 fails to teach a link 
state advertising information utilized to derive available bandwidth on a particular link for 
protection paths, protected paths and unprotected paths; a first search is performed for 
a path using only links having sufficient bandwidth available of a type the same as of the 
path to be found to accommodate the path; if the path search is not successful then, a 
second search is performed for a path using only links having sufficient combined 
bandwidth available reserved for protected paths and unprotected paths to 
accommodate the path. Other embodiment includes performing a third search for a path 
using only links having sufficient combined bandwidth available reserved for protection 
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paths, protected paths and unprotected paths to accommodate the path. These 
limitations as claimed, combined with some other limitations in independent claims, 
were not found in the prior art of record.
